3. Limitation of the fluorine-containing polymer in claim 4 to a thermosetting polymer having 
crosslinkable reactive groups raises new issues that would require further search and 
consideration. 

6. The rejections are maintained for reasons of record. Additionally, the evidence of unexpected 
results is not commensurate in scope with the claims. Claim 1 reads on a thermosetting powder 
comprising a fluorine-containing polymer having negligible amounts of fluoroolefin unit and vinyl 
versatate unit and/or vinyl benzoate unit.
